Stamp Soon For 
New Hampshire 


While the Post Office Department 
has not made an official release of 
news on the matter, it is now defi- 
nite that a commemorative publiciz- 
ing New Hampshire will be issued 
in 1955. The Littleton, N. H. Cour- 
ier of February 10 had the follow- 
ing page one item:— 

“Albert Robertson, assistant post- 
master general, Washington, D.C., 
has confirmed the fact that the 
State of New Hampshire will soon 
be honored by its first commemora- 
tive postage stamp. This was learn- 
ed... . through the Washington 
offiee of Senator Norris Cotton; who 
had urged the White House and the 
Post Office Department to issue 
such a stamp. 

“The stamp will commemorate 
the Sesquicentennial Vacation Jubi- 
lee scheduled for this year and in 
all probability will carry a picture 
of the Old Man of the Mountains, 
discovered just 150 years ago. 

“Apart from the tremendous pub- 
licity value for the State and for 
the Jubilee, New Hampshire resi- 
dents will be pleased that their 
state has finally been honored with

For the past 86 years perfor- 
ated stamps have been used by 
various business houses and 
other similar organizations the 
world over as a means of pro- 
tecting postage stamp _ stocks 
against theft or unauthorized use. 
Originally this idea of safeguard- 
ing mint stamps was done by 
means of a printed surcharge on 
the face of each stamp, but in a 
short time the ovostal services 
found that this method was too 
easily confused with the cancel- 
lation. 

It was then decided to print 
the underside of each stamp be- 
fore the gum was applied. Each 
individual order had to be for a 
very large quantity (to the dis- 
gust of the customer), and usual- 
ly said order had to be filled 
as it was received thereby inter- 
rupting the rhythm of produc- 
tion (to the disgust of the print- 
ers). It was also apparent that 
once such stamps were affixed 
to the item to be mailed identi- 
fication became difficult and un- 
certain. 

However this situation was 
soon remedied, for in 1868 Joseph 
Sloper, of England, invented a 
machine for puncturing initials 
through postal adhesives; need- 
less to say the British Fost Office 
was happy to sanction its use. 
Incidentally, it is noteworthy 
that this was only 28 years after 
the first postage stamp was is- 
sued. 


Understandably other countries 
began to realize the value of 
this protective method, for in 
1872 Belgium authorized their 
use, followed by Germany,

Other governments 
followed this lead to such an ex- 
tent that a recent census proves 
that about 190 countries have at 
one time or another authorized 
the application of perforated ini- 
tials. 

Since the inception of Perfins 
the most prominent users other 
than our country, has bee.: Great 
Britain and Colonies, but Den- 
mark, Germany, Switzerland, 
France, Italy, Japan, Spain, 
Netherlands, Egypt, and Argen- 
tina have producec vast num- 
bers also. It should be pointed 
out that while some of the coun- 
tries began issuing perforated 
identification stamps many years 
ago there are other more recent 
ones which can boast of pro- 
ducing larger quantities so far 
as issues are concerned. 

Venezuela, for example, began 
in 1925—and already has official- 
ly sanctioned perforation of more 
than 100 regular issues along with 
at least 150 airmails; Japan, 
which began in 1902, has issued 
no less than 350 types for busi- 
ness houses alone—and, as can 
be surmised, many of these 
Japanese heiroglyphics are quite 
bewildering. 

Reportedly Great Britain has 
produced more than 7000 different 
types while the U.S. is estimated 
well over 6000. British Guiana 
has’ issued postal duty stamps 
which were both overprinted as 
well as perforated with the word 
“Specimen” (Scott #103 through 
#106), but to the small country 
of Paraguay goes the distinction

It is also understood that a small group of enthusiasts in and around 
Springfield, Mass. took up the study of Perfins and at least one of their 
number had an elaborate indexing scheme. A part of his apparatus has 
been preserved by being given to one of our present members and it 
has been of great help in tracing some of the types that were of early 
Evidently their enthusiasm did not spread. In fact, 
even the knowledge of it did not reach many dealers for the large col- 
lection of the pioneer mentioned above was destroyed on the recommen- 
dation of a well-recognized dealer who participated in the dispersal of 
the man’s collections upon his decease. 
Perfins came to be better known, in part, through the activity of 
Dr. Louise Larrimore who showed her collection widely. 
it was thought that her collection had been lost but it has since been 
recovered and is now in the hands of a collector who appreciates it. 
In the late ’30’s, an attempt was made to start an organization of 
Perfin collectors but it lasted for less than a year.

requirements — availability of 
material, and price consideration 
— which are so vitally essential 
to successful collecting, because 
Perfins are readily procurable 
in quantity and at prices that 
are mere peanuts. There are a 
great many attractive and beau- 
tiful designs to be found among 
them and when it comes to the 
matter of identifying those pri- 
vate perforations, they seem pos- 
sessed to an irresistible appeal 
that will call forth the best ef- 
forts of all “whodunit” fans. 
Our United States stamps pre- 
sent a remarkably fine range of 
choice for the collector to make 
his selectrion from, and — best 
of all — they contain something 
of interest for everyone. Collect- 
ing all U. S. Perfins is a most 
worthy project that has a great 
appeal to many collectors, be- 
cause of the number and variety 
of the stamps involved. 

_ Concentrating upon the collect- 
ing of certain groups of issues 
or stamps has much to recom- 
mend it’ Some exceptionally fine 
Perfins collections of the com- 
memorative and other issues 
have been formed, while Major 
. B. Chapman’s unique collec- 
tion of the Fractionals — %c, 
l%c and 4%c values — has 
shown what can be accomplished 
with a specific group of stamps. 
Specializing in the single type 
of stamp — and particularly with 
one representing the initial rate 
of postage on mail matter of the 
first class — can be not only fas- 
cinating but present a stout chal- 
lenge to the collector. And any 
of these stamps (just to men- 
tion a few) — the 2c Washington 
1908-09, the 2c Washington 1922 
or the 3c “Stuart” Washington, 
ordinary issue, series of 1932 — 
can be counted upon to keep 
him extremely busy and out of 
mischief. 

No matter what stamp or 
stamps that he may select on 
which to center his Perfinic af- 
fections, and regardless of how 
he collects them, sooner or later 
the collector will be confronted 
with the realization that there 
is never a dull moment with 
Perfins. 

While there are a great many 
reasons why I collect the 3c 
Washington stamp, ordinary is- 
sue, series of 1932 — Scott’s U. 
S. Nos. 720, 721, 722 and the 
Canal Zone 114; more generally 
referred to as the “Three Cent 
Stuart” — let’s confine them 
solely to the ones concerning 
Perfins. 

Just how many different 3c 
Stuart Perfins there are is not 
definitely known, but conserva- 
tive estimates place the number 
at somewhere between 1000 and 
1500 stamps, exclusive of com- 
pany offices. At first glance these 
numbers may not appear to be 
too impossible of achievement, 
but it is really quite a stunt to 
accumulate even 600 or 700 dif- 
ferent stamps and it might be 
mentioned that the largest sin- 
gle 3c Stuart Perfins collection 
known so far to date, contains 
only about 960 varieties. 

To me, this is the ‘ideal set- 
up, because there are just enough 
stamps to concentrate upon to 
make the effort interesting and 
well worthwhile and to insure 


of success. ‘ 
While specializing in a single 
stamp necessarily limits the field 
of operations, this to me, is more 
than offset by its many advan- 
tages. The fact that the 3c Stuart 
was issued in such tremendous 
quantities — running well up in- 
to the billions — assures me of 
plenty of material available to 
work with and there is the firm 
belief in the existence of a vast 
hidden reservoir of stamps that 
is only waiting to be unearthed 
and brought to light. 

Then there are so relatively 
few collectors concentrating sole- 
ly upon the 3c Stuart that com- 
petitive bidding has not entered 
into the picture and the stamps 
may still be purchased at prices 
that are well within the price 
range of even the collector of 
most modest means.

ulous attention to details, and 
there is nothing that gives me 
greater Perfinic satisfaction than 
to be able to spot an extra per- 
foration or two on one of my 
little pets that will result in the 
birth of a new and unlisted var- 
iety. And for the thrill that 
comes one (or more) in a life- 
time, the experience of picking 
up a handful of Perfins at ran- 
dom, and of being able to iden- 
tify them offhand, is a sensation 
that is mighty hard to beat.

Hold On To Your Hats 


Yes boys, you are going to be taken for a ride. Perhaps we should 
have said, ‘‘Hoeld on to your poeket books’. According to news reports 
stamp collectors are going to be given the biggest trimming the hobby 
ever got. Again we can say ‘Seebeck Was A Piker’’. 

: News reports tell of an issue of 259 dif- 
ferent stamps picturing all the Popes, past 
and present. The totak face vahie of the 
several sets which will go to make up this 
series is said to be $105,000,000.00. Yes, one 
hundred and five million dollars. It is ex- 
pected that the entire issue will be bought 
by stamp collectors, at least that is what 
the promoters expect and plan for. 

Let us look at the record. Panama has 
never been what can be called a popular 
country to collect. It is doubtful if any of 
its sets in the past have sold as many as 
100,000. How they expect to sell this lot of 
stamps is solely through the religious motif. 
Will the faithful swallow the bait? Doubt- 
less thousands of good Catholics and others 
who collect stamps of a religious theme 
will go for the issue. Many more thousands 
will not. They wont simply because they 
é do not have that kind of money to spend 
pees on stamps. The face value of a set will run 

GEORGE W. LINN close to $50.00. That is as much or more 
than a lot of people who call themselves stamp collectors, spend on 
stamps in a year’s time. 

Peter Keller in speaking before the Central Florida Dealers on 
February 6 stated that he did not believe that the issue could’be sold, in 
fact he said he believed it would be a flop. Judging from further re- 
marks we were led to believe that the Stamp Dealers did net approve 
of this gigantic series. If so, our hat is off to the boys and we will go 
along with them. But. of course that is because there is ne way they 
can get a cut. 

It is clearly evident from advance announcements that this whole 
set has been designed to take the collector. It has been stated in the 
advance publicity that $104,000 is to be spent for advertising and pub- 
licity to market the stamps and put over their sale. Newspapers and 
magazine advertising is to be used, in fact, collectors and the hobby 
will get the works, the biggest thing that has ever been done will be done 
and you my friends, are the target. You are going to be expected to 
pay for this gigantic stamp issue which is hardly fit to be called such. 
Advance announcements state that the stamps will not be sold through 
the regular channels of either the Panama Post Office or the Panama 
Philatelic Agency, but that a new and different agency will be set up 
especially to sell these stamps. 

We have been fighting label issues for some time now, but here is a 
monster that puts the producers of the labels to shame. 

Something should be done by our hobby. We certainly should not 
take a thing like this lying down, 

My first thought would be that the Pope should be asked to disavow 
this series. A word from him could wreck the whole thing while no word 
is equal to his approval. 

Failing to stop them in this manner collectors should realize that 
publicity can be as effective in killing a goose.as in selling it. Let’s 
ridicule the idea, jingle it out of existence .....

P. 0. Department Cooperation 


A couple or more weeks ago we referred to an item by James Waldo 
Fawcett, printed in the Washington Star wherein Mr. Faweett asked 
collectors if they would like to have our current stamps issued in 
imperforate form so they could have perfection. copies for their col- 
lection. Mr. Fawcett said that the inquiry was: in effect from the 
P. O. D. and that they wanted to cooperate with collectors in any way. 

wae spoke our piece about the idea and think collectors will agree 
wi us. 

; Now for a proposal wherein the P. O. Department can cooperate 
with collectors and in a way that will be of benefit to them. What we 
collectors want is a fair and honest deal. Not floods of stamps like 
the Panama iss@ referred to above, not an additional lot of our own 
stamps to spend more money to acquire, but a fair and honest shake 
on the stamps we do buy now. 

For years past we have been printing far too many stamps of any 
of these commemorative issues. However the quantity is not so bad 
as the way in which they are sold by the Government.. Even with 100 
million stamps, if they are cleaned up quickly, there would be some 
chance for their future. = 

‘ As matters are today, hardly a stamp in the past 20 years has been 
a fit buy for any collector. The Department speaks well of the several 
million dollars pér year that collectors put into mint sheets, but the 
collectors fail to realize that in doing this they are just hurting their 
own collection, 

No stamp will increase in value until the source of supply is washed 
up. If hundreds of collectors are holding mint sheets for the future, 
these stamps can not appreciate in value till those sheets are about 
off the market. They keep coming back in dribbles, just enough to 
keep a supply in the dealers’ hands for retail sale so that the stuff will 
never be of any vaiue for many years to eome. 

We all watch the annual catalog to see how values are rising and 
there is no use in trying to fool yourself for that is what you look for 
in stamp buys. 

What we need is to put these commemoratives into a limited issue. 
Let the P. O. D. announce that the stamp will be on sale at the 
Philatelic Agency for a period of 30 days after date of release: At the 
end of 30 days take any surplus and scatter it over the country in many 
post offices to get it used up to avoid loss or destroy the remainder 
entirely. If such a plan is adopted it will improve the holding value 
of each stamp. Look at the CIPEX sheets. Put out in 1947 and still 
begging for buyers at fece value. Lots of them have been unloaded 
under face. Reason is that these have been on sale either through the 
Agency or in selected post offices throughout the country for many 
years. This is unfair to the people who buy big lots of these specula- 
tively prepared items. Let the P. O. D. take some steps to clean up 
this situation and it will be cooperating with collectors.

Assistance Given 


By Perfins Club 


Study groups or specialized so- 
cieties are a great advantage in 
bringing together collectors having 
common interests. They also eer- 
tainly are helpful in promoting 
philatelic knowledge among the 
members as well as developing new 
information, 

The Perfins Club is adding to 
philatelic knowledge. Its advanced 
colleetors are compiling a catalog 
of U. S. Perfins, including the 
names of using companies in many 
cases. 

In the study of Perfins, the aid 
of other groups of specialists is 
helpful and in turn, Perfin knowl- 
edge may be useful in verifying 
doubtful matters. 

Since meters have so frequently 
replaced Perfins, collectors of these 
two classes of material have much 
in common. Many covers show 
joint use of the two, especially in 
the early *30’s when the local rate 
was 2c and the out-of-town rate 
was 3c. These covers generally 
show a le Perfin supplementing a 
2c meter impression. Many Perfin 
cover collectors augment their col- 
lections with meters of the same 
using companies. 

A number of Perfin users add one 
or more holes to a basic design for 
identifying a particular office or 
factory. Some of these arrange- 
ments can become complex with 
more than a hundred variant types. 
Here the precaneel is a big help to 
the Perfin student. Although there 
is little need for protecting pre- 
cancels against theft, a great many 
Perfin users perforate precancels 
as well as ordinary stamps. In 
doing so, they have greatly aided 
collectors in identification of local 
office extra perforations. 

Even the ordinary type of postal 
cancellation—when it hasn’t been 
too ordinary—has been helpful in 
tracking down some of the older 
Perfin.users. In at least one case, 
an early type of machine cancel, 
showing partly on a Perfin, was 
identified by. a cancellation expert 
as unique to a single city and in 
this way a lead was obtained that 
lead to a long defunct company 
that had used Perfins. In this 
case, a back number of a City Di- 
rectory was also used. Philatelists 
all too often are backwards in em- 
ploying non-philatelic devices for 
their study. 

The Perfins Club, due to the size 
of the unfinished task, has devoted 
much of its energy to the catalog- 
ing of U. S. Perfins. However it 
has encouraged the study of foreign 
Perfins both by its own members 
and non-members, interested only 
in the Perfins of their own country. 
An effort is made to abstract into 
its Bulletin, literature of all eoun- 
tries as it applies to Perfins. A 
considerable bibliography has been 
compiled, reasonably complete in 
recent years. As older, unabstract- 
ed articles come to light, they are 
added to the collection. It is hoped 
in this way to bring the biblio- 
graphy to something like relative 
completion. 

Just as the Perfins Club has 
benefitted from the help of its sis- 
ter organizations, it stands ready 
to give aid of information within 
its special field. Interested persons 
are invited to write to the editor, 
Keith Misegades, 4615 Rosedale 
Ave.; Bethesda 14, Md.

That new “Certified Mail’ serv- 
ice and stamp described and pic- 
tured respectively on page one this 
edition wont mean much to the 
erdinary mailer who has few calls 
to use the registered mail facilities 
of the Post Office Department. 
However those who have used 
registration to make sure the re- 
ceiver has gotten whatever is sent, 
and which has no value, will be 
able to make some notable savings 
in their postal budgets. e 

The stamp is a nice looking one— 
as shown in black and white—but 
a poor color would ruin it. In my 
book it has the same basic fault 
that the Academy of the Fine Arts 
commem of January 15 had—there 
is too much of a dark area. The 
Academy stamp was over half 
dark. The Certified Mail item is 
dark from the postman’s waist to 
the top of the design. 

I think he should be sharply out- 
lined and given a halo effect like 
the statue on the Rough Riders 
commemorative of 1948, or the 
Statue of Freedom design of 1950. 

The Doctors issue of 1947 was a 
horrible mess simply because this 
most appropriate picture was ruin- 
ed with an uncalled for dark, un- 
contrasted background. It would 
seem to me the designer could take 
a few artistic liberties to make a 
stamp design sharply beautiful.

Next time the United Nations 
Postal Administration does like it 
did February 9 with the ICAO com- 
mems, I wish they’d print an ex- 
planation on the back of the 
stamps, or enclose the same with 
first day covers which are serviced. 

Readers have written in large 
numbers on what seemingly is a 
miscue on the part of the designer. 
They want to know, ‘“‘have they a 
rarity?’’; ‘‘who slipped?’’; ‘“‘why 
was it done?’’, and the like. 

The set consists of a 3c and an 
8c. Honored was the International 
Civil Aviation Organization—ICAO. 
The design on both is the same with 
the exception of the figures of value 
and the letters which are ICAO on 
the 3c and OACI on the 8c. 

The OACI is the killer—a lot of 
collectors are quite sure the de- 
signer put his bi-focals on back- 
ward when he nailed that one to- 
gether. Such startled stampists 
seemingly never stop for a minute 
to consider that the arrangement 
was approved and seen by a num- 
ber of persons, and that they being 
of sound mind, and possessed of 
reasonable vision would have 
caught such a boo-boo. 

The ICAO of the 3-center is the 
initial sequence for the name of the 
body in English. Stamps of the UN 
are multi-lingual, as all should 
know, so the opportunity to use an- 
other language than English is em- 
ployed often—the’ 8c OCAI is a 
good exargple. 

While my interpretation is fairly 
loose at least as to spelling, I would 
presume that the letters were the 
initials of the French way of saying 
the name, as ‘“‘Organizacion Civil 
Aeronatique Internationale’’. So the 
OCAI is quite legal, in good taste 
and makes sense. 


Clinton Orr of Omaha, Nebraska 
sent a copy of the new double-ring 
circle. postmark which first went 
into use at the Omaha post office 
February 15... It is quite similar to 
that used before with the exception 
that this new device is 35mm in 
diameter and the other 31mm. He 
didn’t have an explanation for the 
increase in size. 

There are new devices in use at 
Brooklyn, N. Y. and at Toledo, 
Ohio. They seem to be the roller 
type. Charles E. Monroe of Mount 
Vernon, N. Y. called my attention 
to the former and Alfred Boerger 
of Toledo the other one. 

Between the outer and inner cir- 
cles are the town name at the top, 
and the year date at the bottom. 
In the center, and running at right 
angles to them is a line with the 
day, month and time of cancella- 
tion. On each side there are five 
wavy lines widely spaced. Of 
course, being on a roller they have 
no ending except between the post- 
marks which are spaced 65mm 
apart between circumferences,

Alfred G. Boerger of Toledo sent 
one of the official programs. bearing 
the new stamp and the postmark. 
He was of the opinion that not too 
many made the one mile trek in 
zero temperatures and piles of 
snow to the East Lansing post of- 
fice to have the programs so 
handled. He said it was quite 
miserable weather but that seem- 
ingly didn’t stop a large crowd 
from turning out and enjoying the 
impressive ceremonies. 


Herman Herst, Jr. of Shrub Oak, 
N. Y. writes, “I was glad to see 
your little squib about the 4c air- 
mail (February 14 U. S. Notes). 
I don’t think though that you went 
far enough. Collectors should know 
the facts on this stamp. No stamp 
under the 5c denomination has ever 
sold at the discount that this is 
bringing on Nassau St. Almost 
daily I am offered substantial quan- 
tities for 10% below face. 

“The postage brokers wont touch 
it because it is such a little used 
rate. The stamp dealers wont be- 
cause they are loaded. Dealers are 
paying as much as 50c for plate 
blocks of this stamp, a price that 
of course seems high but when you 
realize the substantial loss they 
take on selling 96 stamps at a con- 
siderable diséount, it doesn’t seem 
quite so much. If the stamp were 
to receive greater use as you sug- 
gest, it would serve to bring the 
price down to the reach of all.”’ 


James E. Minor of Jackson, 
Mich. went right to the top with 
his request for information about 
the number of stamps which had 
been printed from Eastman Plate 
No. 25010. 

He received a letter from Asst. 
PMG Albert J. Robertson which 
stated, “A total of 13,502,440 stamps 
have beefi printed to date from 
plate No. 25010.’* 

Dividing that by 280 subjects per 
plate gives the number of impres- 
sions as 48,223. That isn’t exactly. 
plentiful, but some thousands more 
than originally forecast.

The world, and particularly, 

the newspaper world and 
readers, would be much improved 
in confidence and honesty if they 
were led by such moulders of 
public opinion of the subject 
under discussion as are the two 

“skippers” of the philatelic ship 
“Linn’s Weekly”, namely Mr. 
Linn and Mr. Rueth. 

I happen to be the first col- 
lector of United States Income 
Tax for the state of Kansas, 
having started duty forty-one 
years ago the first of this month 
in Topeka, Kans., February 1, 
1914—and later was Gen. Deputy 
Collector of Internal U. S. Rev- 
enue for the District of Kansas, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma. Also 
for over fourteen years was a 
deputy in the City Treasurer’s 
Office of Kansas City, Mo., be- 
sides several other routine po- 
sitions, among them Deputy U. 
S. Marshal. So you see I have 
met many men and women of 
“high and low degree” as well 
as of “influence and affluence”. 

My parents brought me to Ne- 
maha County, Kansas in my sec- 
ond year, where like Topsy, 
“growed up” on its open prairies, 
wild, free and practically un- 
schooled; a day’s drive in a big 
lumber wagon to the nearest 
town where the post office was 
always located in the back of 
the general store. Newspapers 
and letters were almost a nonen- 
tity. Just a few a year, and a 
stamp meant no more than one 
of the countless blades of grass 
on the open wild prairie. 

had never written or re- 
ceived a letter until I was al- 
most a full grown man, when 
by some miracle I became a 
school teacher in 1887. I acquired 
quite a fraction of my meager 
knowledge while herding cattle, 
as well as iessons in nature. 

Having been raisea in the 
“rough and ready” school of pov- 
erty and frugality, and lacking 
culture and refinement, I, and 
of course my- young associates al- 
ways felt an “inferiority com- 
plex” in the presence of “city- 
slickers” and well-dressed per- 
sons. Our “jeans” did not har- 
monize with their broadcloth 
and silk — and we felt it. 

The result was that when we 
“growed up” and had to rub 
shoulders with those people we 
were surprised to learn that they 
were not our superiors, but in 
many cases, our inferiors, in real 
personal refinement, morality as 
well as mental ability. And the 
qualities that command confi- 
dence and respect, 

In my adult and official life 
I have had to contact, officially, 
presidents of banks, railroads, 
corporations, and doctors, law- 
yers, judges and high generals 
of the U. S. Army. And I soon 
learned that when “Mr. Big” and 
“Mrs. and Miss Snootey” were 
confronted by a_ stranger who 
seemed to be their equal in abil- 
ity and had all the power of 
Uncle Sam “in and behind” him, 
they fell off their high horses 
and were just as humble and 
meek and respectful as we “green 
horns” and clodhoppers were on 
the wild open roads and’ bridge- 
less creeks of the prairies. 
Kipling was right when he 
wrote, “The Colonel’s Lady and 
Mary O’Grady are sisters under 
the skin.” 

So am I, the reader, and you

‘The remaining one-third of the 
island, sloping toward the For- 
mosa Straits is a relatively flat 
plain and is the agricultural and 
population center. It is drained 
by short, swift rivers only one 
ot which, the Tansui (Tamsui), is 
navigable. During the rainy sea- 
son they rise and flood the sur- 
rounding country. 

Along this western coast are 
wide, dune-covered beaches and 
long stretches of mud flats. The 
sea is so shallow that ocean-go- 
ing vessels can approach the 
coast at very few places. There 
are two natural harbors, Kao- 
hsiung in the south and Chi-lung 
at the northern end of the island. 
On the eastern coast the sea 
is very deep and vessels can ap- 
proach close to the shore but 
there are no large population 
centers and it is impossible to 
transport goods across the mount- 
ains. 

Taiwan is a tropic land with 
the Tropic of Cancer running 
across the center, but it’s posi- 
tion and the altitude of the 
mountains give it a variety of 
climate ranging from tropic at 
sea level to. temperate in the 
mountains. The summers are 
long and the winters are short. 
Frost is rare and water was

enrolled members of the Perfin 
Club. Yet, one of the advantages 
of an unplowed field is that you can 
farm it any way you like. For the 
benefit of any philatelic agricul- 
turalists who prefer to plow ‘deep 
rather than wide, let’s look the 
ground over. 
There is that long-standing fav- 
orite—cover collecting. Covers have 
real purpose in Perfins and you 
won’t have the sameness of made- 
to-order covers in your album. Per- 
fins are only found on commercial- 
ly used covers, so you must take 
them as you find them. The pur- 
pose behind Perfin cover collections 
is their reference value. There is 
no official source of perfin identi- 
fication; you find a cover with a 
Perfin in one top corner and a 
printed return card in the other; 
that’s your identification. 





Schermack Perfins 


If some one else has a different 
identification, that’s a tough nut for 
the Catalog Committee. Of one 
thing you may be sure although 
you will have a chance of a life- 
time of collecting with little chance 
of completion, you will not face a 
large outlay. Prices are low and 
the competition modest. 

A small but difficult specialty is 
that of the Schermack Perfins, 
found only on the Type III Scher- 
mack. Immediately after Perfins 
were authorized, in the U. S. in 
1908 an attachment was devised for 
the Mail-O-Meter to imitate the 
usual style of Perfin. 

Why the word ‘‘imitate’’? Ordin- 
ary Perfins are produced in quan- 
tity, 10 to 50 at a stroke of the ma- 
chine. The Schermack attachment 
was built into a coil handling ma- 
chine and perforated a single stamp 
as it passed through the works. Al- 
though it performed the job of 
identifying the user of the machine, 
it soon became apparent that there 
really wasn’t any use for the at- 
tachment. The only way to get a 
stamp out of the machine was to 
paste the stamp on an envelope 
and although it is reported that 
theft of stamps from covers on the 
way to the post office is common 
in primitive lands, it is hardly 
worth the bother in this one. The 
attachment was soon discarded as 
a needless luxury but not before 
about 100 scarce items were put in 
circulation for Perfin collectors to 
chase. 

There are a number of collectors 
who limit themselves to particular 
Scott issues. Another article dis- 
cusses the collection of 1932 Stuarts. 
Since the 1902 issue was on its way 
out as Perfins came in, a collec- 
tion of Perfins on the 1902 issue 
includes only the pioneers. 

It might seem that there wouldn’t 
be much fun in collecting just one 
company but it’s so; a really pretty 
collection can be made of compan- 
ies that have a large set of branch 
office identifications. Easily the 
two largest are International Har- 
vester and New York Life with 
nearly 200 apiece and after them 
are General Electric, Standard Oil, 
Western Union and Western Elec- 
tric each having around a hundred. 
Topical and Foreign specializa- 
tion are separately covered by 
other articles in this series. If Lin-

of having issued a postal duty 


stamp in perforated condition 
only. (Scott #37.) 
Seemingly this system of 


stamp protection proved ideal, for 
several nations found it prac- 
tical to utilize perforated identi- 
fications as an excellent means 
of accounting for postage stamps 
used for “official” purposes, The 
British Commonwealth undoubt- 
edly has perfed the major por- 
tion of official stamps. Almost 
all of the overprinted types of 
official stamps of Great Britain 
are recognized by both Scott 
and Gibbons—the official Perfin 
type of stamps, even though they 
serve the exact same purpose, 
have been omitted without ex- 
planation. 

Yvert and Tellier list the old 
officials of the 1887 to i908 period 
and yet overlook the “Crown 
and SO” type that have been 
used since about 1920 on nearly 
every Great Britain issue. De- 
spite such stamps being unlisted, 
any collector of British officials 
will point to the relatively high 
prices realized at auction. 

Such officials as the “Crown 
and BT” (Board of Trade) or 
“SO” (Her Majesty’s Stationery 
Office) are specific examples. 

Consider also “G/NSW” (Gov- 
ernment, New South Wales), and 
“WA” (Western Australia) of the 
Aussie officials.

Most countries have _ regula- 


tions regarding the right to use 
the perforated safeguard, while 
others permit their use without 
a restriction of any sort. Almost 
all nations do attempt to dis- 
courage the use of the identify- 
ing punctures as an advertising 
medium. Some countries protect 
Perfin users by refusing to ac- 
cept punched stamps from any 
person unless positive identifica- 
tion is made, 


In the U.S. our regulations are 
specific, as follows: “United 
States postage stamps, to be ac- 
ceptable for postage shall be 
without defacement, provided 
that for the purpose of identifi- 


perforate letters, 
vices in United States postage 
and Special Delivery stamps. 
“The punctures or perforations 
shall not exceed 1/32 of an inch 
in diameter, and the whole space 
occupied by the identifying de- 
vice shall not exceed 1/2 inch. 
square. The puncturing or per- 
forating shall be done in such 
a manner as to leave the stamp 
easily recognizable, as genuine 
and not previousiy used. Stamps

of U. S. perfins do fall within 
prescription. 

Occasionally a Perfin having 
excessively large holes, large 
numbers or letters, etc. is found. 
Such punctures usually cover the 
entire stamp. Recognition of any 
sort is many times impossible, 
and a reasonable assumption is 
that such perfs were made by 
a check or a document cancel- 
ling perforator; ‘llegal, of course, 
for postal issues. 





Large Hole perfs, probably from 
a check-writer or document can- 
celling perforator. 


As previously mentioned, the 
first perforating machine was 
produced by Joseph Sloper of 
England during the year 1863; 
to this very day Sloper and 
Company are still engaged in 
the manufacture of such devices. 
His original machine was_ the 
prototype of those which have 
been made by various manufac- 
turers throughout the years. 

In this country the first perfor- 
ating machine was _ reportedly 
produced in 1887, 21 years before 
the perforating of U.S. postage 


stamps was permitted. It was 
placed on the market by the 
Cummins Perforator Company 


of Chicago but was used almost 
exclusively as a cancelling de- 
vice for checks, business forms, 
and documents. 

With the advent of the postal 
decree of 1908, these perforators 
automatically became the logical 
choice for perforating postage 
stamps. The machines looked 
very much like the early print- 
ing presses, except that the hand 
wheel has been replaced by a 
lever arrangement. 

Connected to this lever through 
a cam arrangement, is a rigid 
steel bar which holds a number 





(5 to 10) of male dies; these male 
dies, having inserted steel pins 
which form the design or letter- 
ing to be reproduced, do the ac- 
tual work of perforating the 
stamps. 

Directly below the male die is 
located the female die consisting 
of a hardened steel plate in which 
a duplication of the design is 
drilled; the center of these holes 
corresponding exactly with the 
centers of the pins of the male 
die. A system of guides assures 
the die of moving in a vertical 
plane thereby eliminating the 
possibility of breaking off any 
of the pins on the male die by 
striking on the female die plate. 
There is in addition a mechan- 
ical device which aids centering 
the stamps’ as they move for- 
ward one row at a time. The 
larger machines have a_ table 
wide enough to accomodate a 
standard sheet of stamps and 
will perforate 20 to 40 stamps 
per stroke, through 2 to 4 sheets. 
The latter mentioned type of 
machine, converted to an elec- 
tric powered device,. first ap- 
peared on the market about 1920; 
the lever arrangement having 
been supplemented by a motor, 
belt and pulley. Feeding too 
many sheets into the machine, 
or failure to keep the dies clean, 
will almost surely result in the 
pins of the male die becoming 
broken or bent. The end result 
is either ragged holes or missing 
perforations. 

Attention should be called to 
the fact that only a small per- 
centage of Perfins are found on 
commemorative stamps. This ‘is 
readily understandable’ when’ it 
is recalled that the machine dies 
are so arranged as to accurately 
center a design upon each stamp 
on panes of the Presidential di- 
mensions — namely (10 ‘to’ each 
horizontal row on the larger per- 
forators. Such an arrangement 
almost always produces a com- 
memorative with one fully read- 
able, although off-centered, de- 


‘sign and ‘ineluding only a part 


of another; or it results in’ only 
partial ‘presentation of both de- 
signs. 

In either condition such per- 
forated stamps do not serve to 
enhance a Perfin collection. 
Smaller machines; i. e. — five 
dies, are usually fed the sheet of 
stamps after it has been folded 
lengthwise in the center. This

must result in a “face down,” or 
backward fashion. 

Prior to World War II perfor- 
ating machines cost from $39.50 
up. Only two U. S. firms were 
known to have made devices for 
perfing. sheet stamps—Cummins, 
and .American. Perforator Co., 
both of Chicago. — 


the Schermack Company (later 
the Mailometer Co.) and their 
coil dispensing machines. Al- 
though there is more than one 
theory regarding the processing 
of U. S. stamps by this company, 
the following is the usually ac- 
cepted one. 





It will be recalled that the Post 
Office Department sold mint 
stamps to the Schermark Co. in 
sheets of 400 (This explains the 
reason why imperforate stamps 
can be obtained for those is- 
sues which were available dur- 
ing the period that these ma- 
chines were in operation.) Ap- 
parently the sheets were cut and 
rolled into coil form, and the 
side slots, which were necessary 
to permit feeding the stamps 
through the dispensing machine, 
were then made, - 

After inserting the roll into 
the machine, the prescribed num- 
ber were dispensed from the roll 
and cut by a mechanically driven 
knife blade. Any slight misalign- 
ment of the coil of stamps, or the 
cutter blade, would result in sev- 
ering a stamp at a point other 
than squarely across the long 
slot as intended. 

Incorporated in this machine 
was a specially desigred die at- 
tachment; this formed our Type 
III coil stamps. This single die 
punched the identifying pattern 
at the same time that it dis- 
pensed the stamps. The pattern 
consisted of nine holes, three 
horizontal rows of three holes

each, forming a square 7 milli- 
meters on any side. The elim- 
ination of one or more holes of 
the basic design offered many 
combinations of possible identi- 
cations. 

Despite such a_ simplified 
method of identification, it later 
became apparent that it was an 
unnecessary expense since the 
machine itself could be locked 
to prevent theft. 

The dies of the sheet perfor- 
ating machines, while very -simi- 
lar, do vary so far as motif is 
concerned. In the U. S. no two 
designs are alike. The bulk of 
Perfins are either one or two 
line horizontals. Numerals, de- 
signs, and combinations of both 
are often used and add excep- 
tional interest to Perfin collect- 
ing. 

Probably the most extraordin- 
ary die is that which was used by 
the National Bank of the Repub- 
lic. This Chicago institution pur- 
chased a ten die perforator—each 
individual die had a different 
letter, all combined to produce 
NBREPUBLIC; and, to further 
increase the oddity the letters 
NBR were of greater height than 
the remaining seven letters. 

In our country the perforator 
manufacturers sell service along 
with their machines. Despite the 
fact that machines were pro- 
duced by two different firms, 
and over 6000 types are known, 
not a single duplication has been 
recorded. Each machine is reg- 
istered to its particular owner 
via a serial number which na- 
turally corresponds to its speci- 
fic die configuration.

The earliest known U. S. Per- 
fin on cover is dated 1908; the 
year that official authorization 
was given. Remembering that the 
1902 series was still prominently 
used as late as 1910, it is not 
unusual to find these early 
stamps perfed in quantity. 
Stamps of still earlier issues, 
off cover, are known to have 
been punctured — but this is 
not an indication as to the date 
they were “personaiized”. Regu- 
lations do not specify that only 
particular issues car be so iden- 
tified; for example, mint copies 
of the 1861 era could still be 
legally perforated today. 

The advent of the postage me- 
ter has resulted in a decrease in 
the quantities of Perfins pro- 
duced in the last few years. This 
has bothered the perforator ma- 


since it is assumed that similar 
devices will always be used to 
cancel checks, revenues, etc. The 
usage, of both’ meters and -Per- 
fins by several large companies 
is frequently noticed. 

Many business ‘houses use the 
meters in the larger offices while 
the use of Perfins continues in 
the smaller ones. Railroads, for 
example, having hundreds of 
agents throughout the country, 
could not justify the cost of rent- 
ing a meter for suck. limited use. 
Many universities will continue 
to utilize perforating machines 
because their postage stamp re- 
quirements vary from time to 
time. 

In the past two years at least 
two railroads have purchased 
new perforating equipment. 
Noteworthy also; the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad perforated $284,- 
207 worth of postage adhesives 
during 1952. Similarly it must 
be remembered that a properly 
cared for machine will operate 
for many years. 

Several of those purchased 
shortly after Perfins were auth- 
orized are still functioning. So it 
will also be with Perfin collect- 
ing — it will be functioning for 
a long long time. The “hole” his- 
tory of Perfins will probably

sults of simplification studies 
made by the Department. At 
the same time, he announced 
that the diversion of mail out of 
the present registered service 
would enable the Department to 
give greater security protction to 
letters carrying items of real fi- 
nancial value. 

The certified mail service 
would be used for first-class mail 
for which no indemnity value 
is claimed. The 15c charge would 
be in addition to regular first- 
class or airmail postage. Special 
delivery would also be available 
for the customary extra charge. 

The proposed 15c charge does 
not include the cost of obtaining 
a return receipt. As in the case 
of registered mail, a_ receipt 
would be received by the carrier 
and retained on file by the post 
office. An additional charge of 
7c would be made for delivery 
of a return receipt to the sender. 
If the public would prefer:to get 
a return receipt :-utomatically on 
each piece of mail, this would, 
of course, require that a some- 

hat higher fee be charged 










Abrams explained. “We therefore 
explored means for reducing that 
deficit. A study. undertaken 
showed that the deficit on this 
operation could be reduced, in 
the overall, by eliminating the 
security handling precautions 
from mail for which no indem- 
nity was claimed. This mail 
would be carried in regular mail 
channels. We believe that all the } 
public: would desire for mail not 
having indemnity value is mere- 
ly proof of delivery.” 
The new service would work 
as follows: A certified mail cou- 
pon weuld be available at any. 
post office counter. The patron 
would fill in the name of the ad- 
dressee on the stub of the cou- 
pon. If the sender wishes a cer- 
tificate of mailing, he would take 
the coupon to a post office win- 
dow clerk who would stamp his 
postmark on. the coupon, detach 
a gummed label entitled “cer- 
tified mail” and with a serial 
number on it, and. paste it on the 
envelope. The patron would re- 
tain the stub carrying the same 
serial number for purposes of 
future identification. 
The letter would then go 
through regular mail channels 
until it is delivered by the letter 
carrier. At that time, just as in 
the case of insured parcel post, 
the letter carrier would obtain 
a receipt for the letter. If there 
is no ene home to receive the 
letter, it would be returned to 
the post office and a notice left 
just as in the case of ordinary 
insured mail. oe 
If the patron pays 7c addition- 
al for a return receipt, one would 
be sent to him. Otherwise, the 
letter carrier’s receipt would be 
kept on file at the post office of 
delivery for a period of six 
months after which it would be 
destroyed. At the time of mail- 
ing, if the patren does not desire 
a certificate of mailing, he would 
detach the gummed label him- 
self, paste it on the envelope and 
drop it in any mail box. The 
service would be identical other- 
wise in all respects except that 
he would not have to go to the 
post office to have his mailing 
stub postmarked to show that 
the letter was actually mailed. 
Although a special stamp is 
provided, ordinary stamps would 
be accepted in payment of the 
necessary postage. In addition, 
commercial mailers would be 
permitted to use metered post- 
age. 
The special stamp is in a 15c 
denomination and arrangements 
will be made to have a first day 
sale for the benefit of stamp col- 
lectors. Full details regarding 
the date and place of the first 
day sale will be announced later.
